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Ma  Barker’s  Bank  Robbery  Gang  Invaded 
Nebraska 

-Jim  McKee

With  the  Great  Depression,  the  nation  began  to  see  large  numbers  of  bank 
robberies  and  Nebraska  proved  to  have  no  immunity.  On  September  17,  1930 
the  Lincoln  National  Bank  was  methodically  robbed  of  $2,775,395. 12  and 
was  said  to  be  the  largest  cash  bank  robbery  in  history,  a  record  which  still 
stands.  Thanks  to  the  movie  Bloody  Mama  wherein  Shelly  Winters  portrayed 
machine  gun-toting  Ma  Barker,  her  so-called  gang  became  one  of  the  nation’s 
best  known  criminal  families  but  few  realize  one  of  their  biggest  “jobs”  was  in 
Fairbury,  Nebraska. 

The  First  National  Bank  of  Fairbury  received  federal  charter  number  2994  in 
1883  when  it  was  organized  by  president  John  A.  Buckstaff,  cashier  Daniel  B. 
Cropsey  and  Lewis  Chaplin.  In  1912  controlling  interest  was  obtained  by 
Isaac  and  Luther  Bonham,  whose  Bonham  National  Bank  was  the  8,995'h  to 
receive  a  federal  charter  with  the  resulting  bank  keeping  the  name  First  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  of  Fairbury. 

Arizona  “Arrie”  Clark  was  bom  in  Missouri  in  October  of  1873.  After  marry¬ 
ing  George  Barker  at  18,  Arrie  had  four  sons  and  picked  up  the  sobriquets 
Kate  and  Ma  Barker.  By  the  1920s  all  of  Ma  Barker’s  sons  had  become  in¬ 
volved  in  crimes  of  various  sorts.  While  in  the  Kansas  State  Penitentiary  for 
robbery  son  Fred  met  Alvin  Karpis,  also  incarcerated  for  robbery,  and  the  pair 
became  fast  friends.  When  the  two  were  released,  the  Great  Depression  was 
well  under  way  and  they  immediately  began  robbing  and  killing  their  way 
across  Oklahoma,  Kansas,  Arkansas,  Minnesota  and  Missouri.  Sometimes 
expanding  beyond  their  twosome  to  as  many  as  12,  they  became  known  vari¬ 
ously  as  the  Barker-Karpis,  Baker-Nash  or  Ma  Barker  Gang. 

On  Tuesday  April  4,  1933  Fred  Barker,  Arthur  “Doc”  Barker,  Alvin  “Creepy” 
Karpis,  Earl  Christman,  Jesse  Doyle,  Volney  Davis,  Frank  “Jelly"  Nash  and 
Eddie  Green  pulled  up  to  the  east  side  of  the  Fairbury  bank.  A  black  Buick 
was  driven  by  Jesse  Doyle  and  a  dark  colored  Chevrolet  was  piloted  by  Fred

Barker.  Some  accounts  say  Sam  Taran  was  also  on  the  site  but  after  80  years, 
several  discrepancies  seem  to  have  crept  into  the  story  as  the  number  of  partic¬ 
ipants  varies  from  six  to  nine.  Most  accounts  agree  in  that  two  of  the  gang, 
armed  with  machine  guns,  remained  outside  as  lookouts,  riddled  the  exterior 
with  a  volley  of  gunfire  and  stopped  all  traffic. 

Inside  the  bank  Frank  Nelson  was  instructed  to  open  the  vault  while  the  other 
16  employees  were  ordered  to  lie  down  on  the  floor.  In  a  rather  bizarre  event 
of  timing,  right  across  the  street  in  the  Jefferson  County  Courthouse,  deputy 
sheriff  W.  S.  Davidson  was  meeting  with  Glen  Johnson.  Some  accounts  say 
Johnson  was  selling  Davidson  on  the  idea  that  the  sheriffs  department  should 
equip  themselves  with  more  fire  power,  some  say  he  was  even  suggesting  ma¬ 
chine  guns  while  other  accounts  say  only  supplies  were  being  offered.  At  any 
rate  the  shots  fired  as  threats  attracted  a  citizen  who  ran  to  the  sheriffs  office 
just  as  Davidson  and  Johnson  came  running  out,  some  say  with  revolvers 
drawn  others  claimed  they  too  had  machine  guns. 

By  the  time  the  two  arrived,  the  systematic  robbery  of  what  later  proved  to  be 
$25,700  in  cash  and  $125,700  in  bonds  was  completed  and  more  machine  gun 
shots  were  fired  from  inside  the  bank  as  the  gang  ran  out  using  bank  employ¬ 
ees  Olive  Hallek,  John  Knobel  and  Keith  Sexton  as  hostage/shields.  Johnson 
and  Davidson  also  began  shooting  with  Sexton  ultimately  hit  five  times  in  the 
stomach,  presumably  by  machine  gun  fire. 

As  the  gang  fled  the  bank  they  abandoned  Hallek,  Knobel  and  Sexton  but 
grabbed  Miss  Wilma  Vaughn  and  nurse  Francis  Wilson  as  she  came  out  of  an 
adjacent  clinic  building  and  stuffed  them  into  the  getaway  cars  as  new  hostag¬ 
es.  Although  there  were  apparently  two  cars  still  involved,  Mrs.  Wilson  was 
quoted  as  saying  there  were  “six  men  in  the  car  besides  the  two  girls”  which 
also  seems  to  ignore  the  indication  that  there  were  possibly  nine  gang 
men.  All  reports  add  that  as  they  sped  away,  the  robbers  threw  roofing  nails  in 
their  wake  insuring  no  one  could  follow  without  multiple  flat  tires. 

Either  three  or  15  miles  northwest  of  Fairbury  the  hostages  were  released  and 
cars  “switched.”  Earl  Chrisman,  who  had  been  shot  in  the  escape,  was  taken  to 
Kansas  City  by  Doc  Barker,  Jess  Doyle  and  Volney  Davis  where  he  died  while

the  balance  of  the  gang  headed  for  St.  Paul,  Minnesota  to  divide  the  take. 

Reports  seem  to  disagree  on  many  details  but  Sheriff  Davidson  was  shot  in  the 
leg  and  Johnson  wounded  in  his  shoulder  but  both  recovered.  The  gang  was 
also  credited  with  robbing  the  Central  City  bank  of  $10,400  on  either  Friday 
the  7th  or  Saturday  the  8th  and  the  Carroll  State  Bank  in  Wayne  County  of  $150 
the  following  Monday  as  they  headed  back  to  Minnesota  though  it  seems  curi¬ 
ous  that  they  would  be  fleeing  so  slowly. 

Various  newspaper  accounts  show  the  wounded  at  as  few  as  two  or  three  and 
as  many  as  six  or  seven.  Not  in  dispute  was  that  Sam  Taran  was  arrested  on 
May  8  in  St.  Paul;  Doc  Barker  was  apprehended  in  Chicago  by  the  FBI  Janu¬ 
ary  8,  1935  while  Fred  and  Ma  Barker  were  later  shot  and  killed  at  a  rented 
cottage  near  Ocala,  Florida.  Alvin  Karpis  was  arrested  at  his  apartment  on 
May  2,  1936  and  sentenced  to  life  imprisonment  at  Alcatraz  though  he  was 
paroled  in  1969  and  one  unidentified  member  of  the  gang  was  supposedly 
found  dead  in  North  Dakota. 

The  bottom  line  of  the  Fairbury  robbery,  which  was  supposedly  one  of  the 
Barker  Gang’s  largest  bank  robberies,  never  had  any  of  the  gang  directly 
charged  or  convicted  of  that  particular  robbery.  The  insurance  company  paid 
the  bank  for  its  covered  loses,  all  of  the  local  wounded  recovered,  Karpis  and 
not  Ma  Barker  was  almost  certainly  responsible  for  the  robbery  plans  and 
about  all  that  remains  as  local  evidence  are  bullet  holes  and  some  of  the  roof¬ 
ing  nails  retained  by  the  bank  in  Fairbury. 


That  was  just  one  of  many  fascinating  stories  that  could  be  told  about  coins, 
currency  and  collectors  in  connection  with  the  State  of  Nebraska.  Do  you 
have  a  story  that  you  would  like  to  tell?
